SIGHT OF. 

New York, Fob. 8. — Tiio Ilci-ald's 
Paris special sends the following dis- 
patch from Lieut. Danenhowor, dated 
Irkutsk, Feb. 'Ith, which has just been 
received thero : Du Long's party is 
between stations Buluer Bolinoi and 
Sistnrouck Ustolconsk, in a narrow 
wilderness eighty miles long, devoid of 
habitation and gan^e. Joronie J. Col- 
lins volunteered to stand by ii dying 
seaman — Hans Erck.son — and let the 
others of Do Long's party push south. 
The new search party builds huts and 
goes over every inch of tho region 
which is plowed by heavy drift ico 
every spring. 

LIFE ox THE JKAXSETTI:. 

We vi.sited Nordenskjold's winter 
quarters, and found ho was safe before 
we entered the ice near Herald Island. 
Tlio general health of the crew during 
the'Jl months of drift was excellent; 
no Kcurvy appeared. Wo used distilleil 
water and bear and seal meat twice a 
week. No rum was served out. Di- 
vine service was regularly held. N\'e 
.fbbt ')■ plentif. of exercise. ' EveWl)ody 
hunted. Game was scarce, but wo got 
about tliirty bear.s, 2D0 seals and six 
walruses. No ii.sh or whales were seen. 
All possible observations were madi- 
during the drift, the result showing a 
northwest course. 'fho .ship was 
keeled over and heaviiy"^resaed by ico 
most of the time. The mental strain 
was heavy on all the ship's company. 

. TrHB'TRfiSbL'i: dF THE DBIFT 

For the first live months was 40 miles. 
Thero was n cycloidal movement of the 
ico. Tlio drift lasted six months, and 
was very rapid. Soundings were pretty 
even. They were 18 fathoms near 
Wrangol Land, which was often visible 
75, miles distant, The greatest depth 
found was 80 fathoms, and the average 
35. Tho bottom was blue mud. Shrimps 
and plenty of all geological specimens 
were brought uj) from the bottom. Tlio 
surface water had a temperature of 20 
degrees above zero. The extremes ijof 
temperature of theiiir were: ^Greatest 
cold,. 6,0 degrees helow, zerog lyij^great- 
est heat, ii degrees above zero. ' The 
first winter the mean temperature was 
33 degrees below zero; the second win- 
tor; 39 degrees below zero; tho first 
sumnior tho mean tempt raturo was 10 
degrees above. The heaviest galeshow 
ed a velocity of about 50 miles an hour. 
Such gales -were not frequent. Tho 
barometer and therraomeler fluctua- 
tions were not great. Thero was a dis- 
turbance of the needle coincident v/ith 
the auroras. 

TUE winter's growth OF ICE 

Was eight feet. 'The heaviest ice seen 
was twenty-three feet. . Tho engineer 

states that" tho heavy truss saved the' 
ship on November 21st from being 
crushed. The telephone wires were 
broken by tho movement of the ico. 
Tho photographic collection was lost 
with the ship. Lieutenant Chipp's 2,- 
000 auroral observations were also lost. 
The naturalist's \ notes were saved. 
Jeannetto lalana [ diva's ' idiscovpEed May 
6th, in latitude 76 degrees .i7 minutes 
north, longitude 158 degrees 56 min- 
utes east. It was small and rocky, and 
wo did not visit it. 

Henrietta Island was discovered and 
visited May 24th, in latitude 77 de- 
grees 7 minutes north, longitude 157 
degrees 82 minutes east. It is an ex- 
tensive island, Animals are scarce, 
Init glaciers plenty. 

BENNETT ISLAND 

Lies in lat. 76 deg. 38 miu. north. Ion. 
M8 heg. 20 min. east. It is very largo. 
On it we found many bird.s, old horns, 
drift wood and coal, but no seal or, wal- 
rus. Great tidal action was observed. 
Tho coast is bold. 

A rocky capo on tho south coast was 
named Cape Emma. We drifted hack, 
during tho first week of tho retreat, 27 
miles more than wo could advance. Tho 
snow was knee deep* We had to go 1 3 
times over and over the track, seven 
times with loads. 

Lieut. Chipp's boat did better than 
ours (Melville's). The afternoon of 
September I2th,tho three boats having 
got clear of tho ice ofl' Seminovsky Is- 
land, at noon of that d'^y, about dusk 
ho was 1,000 yards off' our weather 
quarter and lowered his sail as if round- 
ing to, and wo lay to for twenty-four 
hours under n triangular drag. 

Nothing was seen of Lieut. Chipp's 
boat at daylight. He could not got 
back to the island in tho northeast 
gale. Ho was unable to carry his 
share of provisions. I observed a strong 
easterly current near the Lena delta. 
Thero were mas.ses of drift wood be- 
tween the Siberian Islands. Jack 
Cole's mind is not wholly alioiialcd. 
He has not been violentfor twelve dnys 
but is hapijiy and harmless Getting 
homo may rfistoro him.

WingGold, tho proprietor, 'iVd-*fcfQScd 
to pay tho tithe and nine of his beasts 
bad been .seized, tho sale being fixed for 
ye.sterday. Before the arrival of the 
auctionccr.s tho foUosving resolutions 
were passetl: "Tliat in the opinion of 
this meeting tho Tithe Commutation 
Act of 1836 is unfair in it.s operation.s 
and inflicts' an injury upon agriculture, 
and therefore it shoulii bo either re- 
pealed or thoroughly amended." On 
the arrival of the auctioneer, accom- 
panied by two valuers, Mr. AVingfield 
was offered tho animal for .£25, which 
at first he declined to pay, but latter 
on did HO. While the auctioneer was 
counting the money ho was hooted, 
hissed and bustled about nnd compell- 
ed to write tho rcccijit on a sieve.

But tho rector preferred 
sending his man to watch, who, there- 
fore, appeared with a chair, table and a 
good supply of cider and after sitting 
in the orchard two days carried back 
three bags. On another occasion Boine 
potatoes wore taken tip for dinner and 
half on hour later a message camo from 
the rector's daughter demanding tho 
portion duo of tho potatoes taken up 
that morning. Every tenth day tho 
rector sent to take tlio milk of tho 
cows, and on thofjo occasion tho milker 
was not to careful to extract tho last 
drop. 

One of tho best known men in Engliali 
society is dead. Liaut.-Gen. tho Hon. 
Janjes JIacdonald, the bosom friend of 
tho Duke of Cambridge, has just passed 
away at a ripe old .ago. Ho entered the 
army;iri 1829,)aud served with diatii^Ctipn 
in'thp Orimcafi war, being proserit afc the 
battles of Alma, Balaklavaandlnkerman, 
and had two horses shot from under him 
during the seige. On his return ho was 
made private secretary to tho Dnko of 
Cambridge. When ho was a "young 
man about town" ho was tho intimate 
companion of Lord Chosterfiold, Count 
D'Orsay, the late Duke of Beaufort, and 
other shining lights of West End Society. 
At tho fashionable clubs ho was idolized. 
Charming manners, perfect tompor, gen- 
erous diapoaition, and 4horough knowl- 
edge of the world corabinod to niako him 
popular. So great a favorite was ho at 
White's that ho succeeded in fascinating 
Lord Glasgow, a queer Scotch Earl, re- 
markable for his eccentricity, who on his 
demise in 1869 bequeathed him a little 
neat ogg of 325,000. Tho late Lord Bea- 
consficld also appreciated Ilia JUany social 
virtues, and enjoyed not a fow dolightfid 
dinners at "Jomray Macdonald'a" lodge 
on tho banks of tho Serpentine, in Hyde 
Park. This was his residence, at which, 
as deputy ranger of tho park, ho dispens- 
ed hospitality with a bounteous hand, 

Considerablo oxcitcmont has been caus- 
ed in Ireland because of tho announce- 
ment by Mr. Chamberlain, a leading 
member of tho British Cabinet, that tho 
Government will not entertain tho claim 
of tho Irish landlords for compensation 
for reduction of rent. Tho average re- 
duction made by tho sub-commiasionora 
of tho Land Court ia 25 per cent., repro- 
aonting a loss of S20,000,000 a year to tho 
landlords. Tho sub-commissioners aro 
accused of '•'scamping" thoir work and 
making reductions without cause.

The sub-com- 
miasioners have n^'.doubt .donOj injustice 
in somo cases, but on' tho 'ovidenco of tho 
landlords thomaolves the redaction of 25 
per cent, appears to be not unreasonable.

It is tho call to life and liberty that is 
bringing tho Moiinonito and 'the .Tew 
fi'ora Ri3Rsi^T~^d'~lot'thom ' ?oitTo7 .Ml 
southern Europe is coming — from Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Hungary— ignorant, 
largely criminal; but they are coming. 
Thay havo been dead, but tho call 
to them is like the call of Christ 
tn Lazarus to. bo alive again. 
They aro coming by tho hundred thous- 
and, and by tho million, This nation has 
alw.iys had faiMi in the individual. It is 
I tho old Puritan idea— the worth and tho 
i value of tho individual man. i\Icn jeer at 
i the Puritan who know no moro abotit 
him than a pismire knows abotit an ele- 
phant—that it would tako him a day to 
run up his logs and get upon his back. I 
don't believe that God made this world 
and then made shipwreck of it, and sent 
out churches as kind of life-boats to 
pick up as many as they can and lot the 
rest go to tho bottom. I believe that all 
can bo .saved that will. There i.s no 
damnation for a man that lives in love 
and uiofulnosB. My salvation does nut 
turn on my minute examinations such as 
havo been oftentimes urged on nio. It 
turns on my sympathy with my kind and 
with my God, and if I am in perfect sym- 
pathy with these, all is well with me."!
